That rainy, miserable September 
night in 1977, Tony Schwartz was on 
his way home from the Croatia Club. 
He'd just been re-engaged for anoth- 
er two years as coach of the talented 


skilful team he was patiently build- 
ing; he felt the world was at his feet. 


Then it happened. Around a bend near Double Bay 
swung a sedan car, waltzing madly from side to side, 
clearly out of control — and smashing at some speed 
into Tony's small car. Head on, as the saying goes; in 
a flash it was all over. For several years. 

Police, ambulance, doctors, the usual mad proces- 
sion. The other driver, a Maori woman, turned out to 
be drunk and Iater faced some stiff charges but evern- 
tually got off fightly with all sorts of suspended sen- 
tences. For Tony Schwartz it was the start ofa 
Canossa. 

The diminutive ex-Austrian star player and coach 
tries to be philosophical about the lost years, when he 
spent his time between doctors and hospitals, with 
constant backache, dizzy spells, strained neck in sur- 
gical collar — and surviving, somehow, on an invalid 
pension. 

For the first two years or 30, he couldn't look even 
at the ceiling without a dizzy spell resulting in e fall; 
neither could he look down at his toes suddenly with- 
out losing his balance. It certainly seemed that he was 
finished with soccer for ever. 

Yat soccer was his fife. In his native Vienna, at 4 
tender age, he joined the world famous FK Austria 
club (‘Ef-kha’ to all true Austrian aficionados), pro- 
gressed to the firat team and even played in European 
Cup matches including a memorable one in Madrid, 
against Atletico where he and Andy Sagi rescued a 
point after being down 0-2. 

Later, following in the footsteps of team mates Leo 
Baumgartner and Kari Jaros, Tony and Andy came to 
Sydney in 1959 and joined the now legendary Prague 
team then run by a handful of Czech emigres, Bill Ball, 
George Warner, Oscar Pick John Domabyi and the 
late English soccer nut, Vic Chalwin. 

And what a team that was! Old-timers, con- 
noisseurs and traditionalists still lick their lips when 
images of the old Prague artistry are conjured up in 
their minds. There simply is nothing like that around

Later, when the great Prague was no more and the 
starts were scampering towards greener pastures, 
Tony Schwartz joined Yugal and there kept shining in

others, The old Austrian magic with a Slavic accent. 

Then came a 1967 retirement and a quick switch to

and, finally, in 1976, the youthful, exciting Croatia 
with the precocious talents of Davies, Kovacic, Du- 
daric and same more. 

That team had something special — and Tony was 
clearly onto a secrot formula. That team had style. 

Weok after woek, it attempted to play the same 
free-wheeling, short-passing game, based on posi- 
tioning without the ball, fiair and improvisaiton. Tony 
was shaping his own personal, fladgling, “Wunder- 
mannschaft.” 
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And then the accident: twisted metal, contorted 
bodies, siren, screams, blood, morphine. . . 


It was some two or three years before he ventured 
back to a soccer match as a spectator; it took him a 
further one or two to toy with the idea of rejoining the 
fold. In 1982 he went to see the World Cup finals in 
Spain — and that whetted his appetite for the game: 
hours and days he spent with the Austrian team and 
with his old friend Joe Venglos, there as coach of the 
disappointing Czechoslovakia. 

Now a trim 46, Tony joined the elegant Hakoa 
social club two years ago as manager of the always 
busy Cardroom and Slickers Bar, a position often re- 
quiring the diplomacy and tact of a Prince Metternich. 


But soccer, it seams, is still in his blood. Having at 
long last settled his protracted compensation case, 
Tony Schwartz is ready to return to coaching. 


He has no doubts that he can do a good job — and 
neither do 1. Soccer is in his Austrian blood. 

“I'd love to handle some talented youngsters 
again,’ he says. “Skill, skill and more skill is what's 
missing from the Australian game. And that cannot 
come from coaches who weren't skilful players them- 
selves. 

**Yes, I'd love to coach another Croatia-type of tal- 
ented young team. I'd try to create anothor stylish 
sida. | believe in giving youngsters more than one 
chance. 

"Keep them in the team for thrae or four weeks — 
and let them know about that. Many coaches send in 
the kids for 20 minutes at the end of an almost ex- 
pired game; what's the use of that? 

“! know it’s been said befora but it still doosn't 
make it acliche: our kids here, up to about 16 or 80, 
are as good as any. It's only after that the slide comes 
and the gap opens betwen us and the ‘recognised’ 
soccer nations,” 

“This is something we should be all concerned 
with. | know I am. And, given a chance again, I'd try 
to da my bit.”

The Hungarian football 
party stopped for a quick 
glimpse at a local youth 
match. 

A stray shot by one of the 
youngsters sent the ball flying 
over the bar and well beyond 
the playing area. 

Nobody moved. Not one of 
the players thought it within 
his dignity to go and retrieve 
the ball 

Ferenc Puskas, Hungarian 
captain and then reigning 
world’s undisputed best, mut- 
tered in amazement 


*“You see, this is why there’s 
no soccer in Switzerland,”” he 
said. “Back in my day, when 
we were kids, we would have 
run, fought and scrambled 


over each other just to get a 
touch of a real leather ball.”’ 


At last, one of the Swiss 
youngsters strolled after the 
ball, brought it back and threw 
it to the goalkeeper. 


For Puskas, that was the 
Jimit 

‘Did you see that?"’ he said. 
“Did you see it? He threw it. 
With his hand. Didn’t kick it. 
He THREW it. 


“IT could cry.” 


For all who ever have 
played football, the incident 
explains vividly to what 
degree Puskas was addicted to 
the game. 


I mean, who really cares 
whether a kid in Switzerland 
throws the ball or kicks it? 
What in the world does that 
have to do with the harsh reali- 
ties of life or the price of fish? 






But people do care, or at 
least did in those days, no- 
where more than in central 
Europe: then the home of foot- 
ball romance, the geographical 
spine of all that was good and 
was ever meant to be good 
about football. 

Of course, the harsh reali- 
ties of life, ironically, had a lot 
to do with the high quality of 
Hungarian, Austrian and Yu- 
goslay football and an awful 
lot to do with why Puskas was 
merely the most outstanding 
of a long queue of supreme 
players who emerged in the 
50s from that region. 


In Stalinist Hungary for in- 
stance, with its grim opres- 
sion, snaking food queues, its 
drab poverty, its barren politi- 
Cal future, there was no room

in the mind for life's realities, 
only an urge for diversions and 
intermittent bouts of joyous ir- 
relevance such as games of 
football. 


As a result, the game was 
lifted to heights it had not seen 
Since, its attraction having 
long since been buried in a 
maze of competing diversions 
brought on by the march of 
time and prosperity 

Which is why Hungary 
doesn’t have a Puskas now 
and, for the sake of the coun- 
try, I hope it never will. 

But Hungarians, and to a 
shade less extent others, will 
keep remembering the magic 
of the Puskas’ era and why 
they still reckon Puskas was 
the greatest of all time. 

Many, despite Di Stefano 
and depite Pele, indeed agree 
with them 

The great Austrian Ernst 
Ocwirk, himself considered 
among the greatest of his day, 
said of Puskas 

“After playing soccer for 15 


years across five continents 
there was only one player I

have seen who could compare 
with Puskas. Pele. But with 
Puskas could do with just his 
left foot I regard higher than 
what Pele did with both.” 


Puskas’s strong reliance on 
his left foot (he only used his 
right foot to lean on, cynics 
would say) if anything only 
amplified his gifts. 


Most coaches would scoff at 
suggestions that a young 
player can become a good 
player without complete con- 
{rol of the ball with both feet. 
Yet Puskas achieved all that 
anyone else had by being basi- 
cally one-footed. 

He was no Apollo when it 
came to his physical attributes 
either. He was certainly no 


superstructure like a Pele, a 
Beckenbauer, a Muhummad 
Ali or a Vivian Richards. 

Brian Glanville, writing 
about the 1950 World Cup, 
probably described him most 
graphically 


“A squat little Budapest ur- 
chin-figure, plastered hair 
parted down the middle, with 
superb control, superb strate- 
gy, and above all, a left-footed 
shot which was unrivalled any- 
where in the world.”’ 


Glanville was just one of 
millions of Englishmen who 
were wooed by the Puskas 
magic in November, 1953, 
when Hungary, led and orches- 
trated by Puskas, walloped 
England — till then unbeaten 


by foreigners on home soil — 
6-3 at Wembley. 


The game, and the quality of 
the Hungarian performance, 
has been described enough 
times on soccer pages aJready 
and anyone with the slightest 
yen for soccer history can 
probably recite most of them. 


But what is not often re- 
membered is how the game, 
the Hungarians and Puskas in 
particular, changed soccer's 
tactical and stylistic history 

Till Wembley, 1953, the 
modern game was played in 
the WM formation with a con- 
frontation between central 
stopper and battering ram 
centre forward characterising 
every game.

One of the Taiwanese play- 
ers, striker Lai Kuan-Chou, 
positioned himself some 25 
metres inside the Kiwi half, 
alone and unmarked with the 
New Zealand defenders lined- 
up on the half-way line. 

Taiwanese keeper Hsu Wen- 
Fong used the stiff breeze to 
advantage and Jaunched a tre- 
mendous goalkick over the 
Kiwi defenders to Lai Kuan- 
Chou, at which time the Kiwi 
defenders appealed in unison 
for off-side ; 

The only trouble is, In 
soccer there is no off-side at a 
poalkick, something the New 
Zealand players obviously 
dic ‘t Know — much to their 
shan. . ‘ 

But neither, obviously, did 
Referee Moule. 

While the linesman, Austra- 
lia's Tim Davies, kept his flag 

















down and signalled to play on, 
Mr Moule whistled for off- 


side 

[he decision was greeted 
with great surprise by refer- 
ees in the stand, and also drew 
stunned reaction from the 
media contingent. 

“It was one of the worst 
decisions I’ve seen at any level 
of international soccer,” said 
one leading Sydney referee. 

Mr Moule later said he had 
awarded a free-kick because 
“it wasn’t a goal-kick, but was 
a clearance by the goalkee- 
per.” 

In that case, he would have 
been correct. 

But all referees watching 
from the stand, and match 
linesman Tim Davies, con- 
firmed the media view that it 
had been a goalkick. 

Mr Moule also seemed to 
have missed another rule 
which was introduced last 
year by FIFA, the world 
soccer organisation. 

That rule allowed for a free- 
kick awarded within the six 
metre goal area to be taken 
from any point within that haif 
of the area 

However, when the Taiwa- 
nese and New Zealand players 
atlempted to do just that, they 
were instructed by Mr Moule 
to return the ball to the origi-

What loomed like a possibility from 
the start is now aimost a certainty: 
the tournament’s last match between 
Australian and Israel will decide the 
winner of this World Youth Cup Se- 
ries. 

On Sunday, a vastly improved Australia hit the wild 
men of Fiji for six to share the lead with Israel after 
two rounds. 

It was bordering on the miraculous that none of the 
Australians suffered any serious injurias — like sev- 
ered heads or limbs! 

The way the Fijians hacked at everything that 
sya gave the crowd aon unwanted 90 minutes of 
thrill. 

However, it all started two days earlier, with Round 
One, after most of the media had pointedly ignored 
the event, relegating soccer below the level of water- 
polo and vigora. 

Just as the 200 or 300 early spactators were trying 
to whip themselves into a state of enthusiasm for the 
first match, the sleek Concorde took off from the 
nearby airport. Then, without fanfares, drums or 
cymbals, Fiji and Papua New Guineas took the sun 
drenched field. 

Fiji's big win didn’t aurprise too many. It was evi- 
dent early in the piece that soccer has not yet entered 
the genes and bloodstreams of PNG people. Cam- 
eroon can and PNG can‘t, for a lot of differant rea- 
sons. The Africans were tutored by their departed 
colonial masters while the PNG have been unlucky to 
receive the attantion of some charlatan coaches from 
Australasia. Maybe, loft alone, they could have done 
better. 

The second match was a more serious affair. Tai- 
wan, clever and nimble, looked capable of testing 


Relief for Shoulder as Panagis, 
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tournament co-favourite Israst. But alas, the fragile, 
alabaster-skinned Chinese boys, well disciplined and 
aglow with good sportsmanship, folded in the second 
half. Only the sour remained of the sweet and sour. 

Yaron Cohen, a long-haired high school student, 
helped himself to a big Chinese three-course banquet 
with a hat-trick, making several Hakoah officials cast 
covetous eyes on him, 

The third game of this marathon was preceded by 
what was referred to as the ‘opening ceremony,’ & 
typically Aussie casualness of laconic brevity. 

The six teams lined up to form a quadrangle and 
ASF chief Sir Arthur George stepped up to the mike 
to welcome them. Several times his brief, informal 
address was drowned out by jeers and boos, an 
almost traditional form of greeting reserved for him 
by Sydney’s Greek fans. Only they may know the rea- 
son. 

The ‘ceremony’ out of the way, the Anzac partners 
took the field. New Zealand looked distressingly tall, 
Strong and physical from the start. Here was a team 
with all the characteristic British soccer virtues, built 
on boys of British stocks. 

Australia, in sharp contrast, looked brittle. The 
heavy sprinkling of Continental favor — Bernal, Bun- 
dalo, Panagis, Petkovski, Hristodolou and Kalantzis 


and Reagan how it's done 
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— softened their outlook without making them look 
any more skilful. 

The harsh penalty goa! setback made the disarray in 
the Aussie defence even more apparent: the confused 
and frightened boys, Bernal excepted, wera slamming 
and whacking the ball any old where. The only ‘tec- 
tica’ seemed to be to find Kalantzis with the long ball. 
And ‘Chris, Baby’ did raise some pulsebeats with a 
few runs and crosses, promoting his admirers to go 
into a few early local patriotic ‘O-lym-pic" warchants. 

The gloom of the grandstand was deepening: the 
Kiwis were set to steal the match and ruin, possibly 
beyond repair, our chances. There sat, in agonising 
silence, former youth team coach Les Scheinftug, the 
man who used to do a lot better and current national 
team coach Frank Arok, the man who knows he could 
do better, Both were suffering, in different ways and 
for differant reasons. 

And there was Sir Arthur, flanked by Hakoah vice- 
president Andrew Lederer and St George president 
Alex Pongrass, getting an on-the-spot personal as- 
sessment of Jimmy Shoulder as a coach. Shoulder, in 
fact, was on averybody's mind, as he sat, slumped, 
near the sideline, heading towards his second ignomi- 
nious fall in eight years. 

Early in the second half the Kiwis created and blew 


three big chances. God, as Sir Arthur later said, was 
definitely on our side, even if the Medias wasn’t. And 
you can't have everything. The annoyed and frustra- 
ted crowd started to huri Coca-Cola cans at the 
Fijian linesman but Mr Slingh stook his ground stoi- 
cally; Coke, after all, are the tournament sponsors and 
he felt it wouldn't be de rigeur to react to the barrage. 

Then, suddenly, we slithered off the hook, 
shoulders straightened out and the funeral gloom 
evaporated. Panagis and Petkovski scored to win the 
match in almost miraculous fashion. The pale, almost 
sickly look on manager Mike Welnstein's face turnad 
into a tired grin. 

What Bob Hawke and Ronald Reagan couldn't do 
we have accomplished: we licked the stubbom New 
Zealanders. Now what about that Anzus Pact? 

Australia’s win against Fiji followed two fairly pre- 
dicteble sarly matches. Israel hardly raised a sweat to 
beat Papua New Guinea 6-1. 

In the second geme, Now Zealand took a long time 
to gain the upper hand over Taiwan. 

The real fun came in the Australia v Fiji match 
which on paper at least promised to be a tame affair. 

In the first few minutes Fijian Delana almost ran 
amok, lashing out at everybody but earning only a 
caution for his troubles, 

Then Evans took over from him, soon to be joined 
by Vueti and Lagi, seemingly determined to tear off or 
kick off at least a few Australians legs or arme. 

it was rugby at its fiendish worst, so wild and un- 
merciful that several fans used to gridiron had to 
close their eyes occasionally. 

Thankfully, the procession of Australien goals grad- 
ually calmed down the Fijians. All their later fouls 
were merely refelx actions. 

Although the Australians were much more con- 
fident than on the first day, _ their big win had some- 
thing to do with the comical display of Fiji goalle 
Johnny Andrews. 

Australia would have won without Johnny's deeds, 
too — but at least he brought some light rolief into a 
match which at times threatened to take us back into

By standing proudly among the elite of the 
world’s most popular sport, the senior and youth Socceroos have thrown down 
the gauntlet to the forces of xenophobia which still hinder soccer’s devel- 
opment in Austriaia. 

Soccer does not get the same level of government funding as Austrlaian 
Rules, for example, with the result that spectator facilities are inferior. 
Neither does soccer get the level of media support that its popularity among 
Australia’s vast migrant population demands. 

Most players who don the green and gold speak with concern of the wrongs 
done to soccer and the need to amplify the game's image. It’s what Jimmy 
Mackay had in mind when he said in 1973, while holding up the boot with 
which he scored the goal that put the Socceroos into the World Cup finals: 
“This is for the kids of Australia.” 

Soccer’s constant battle for greater recognition resumed in Sydney last 
Friday when Australia’s under 19 team took on New Zealand in the opening 
match of the Oceania qualifying tournament for the World Youth 
Championships. 

For the players who had been to Holland, West Germany and Singapore in 
preparation for this series, it was the climax of dedicated effort. For coach 
Jim Shoulder, it had much to do with pride, for he well remembered the 
criticism aimed at him when, in 1977, his senior Socceroos bombed out of the 
World Cup. 

Shoulder had taken the nucleus of this youth squad to the International 
Culture Cup in Dortmund and the Eindhoven under 20 tournament in Holland, 
as well as the Merlion Cup in Singapore. 

When the chips were down and defeat was staring them in the face, the 
camaraderie and the steely resolve which were developed on those trips en- 
abled the Australians to mount a determined fight-back, resulting in Peter 
Petkovski'’s winning goal five minutes from the end. 

After all, some of these players had reached the final of the Dortmund 
tournament by beating Fortuna Duesseldorf, Real San Sebastian and 
Dortmund, and in Holland, had beaten NSC Breda and drawn with PSV 
Eindhoven. In Singapore, with the help of a few senior players, Shouider’s 
young Socceroos had finished fourth. 

It takes character to achieve results like that. 

And character it was that brought about a victory over a New Zealand side 
which, in the words of journalists who accompanied the Kiwis, never had 
played as well, 

Yet onc couldn’t help but feel that these young Socceroos Jacked the class 
of the 198] squad that reached the quarter-finals, and perhaps the 1983 squad 
that beat Scotland and drew with Mexico. 

Chris Kalantzis, voted player of the match, was the only player who offered 
something special. The rest were thorough as a team without sparkling as 
individuals, 

New Zealand appeared to have an advantage in height, but it opened 
cautiously, with Paul Probert, one of the team’s stars and also a potential 
goalscorer, camped very deep as a defensive midfielder. 

Paul Olsterhoorn, ostensibly playing in midfield, also spend much of his 
time at the back. 

Australia lined up without giant defender Aki Kotzamichalis of Melbourne 
Croatia, who had failed to recover from a knee injury, and SM-Hellas 
midfielder John Kanesoulis who was on the bench, 

“I feel like punching the wall,"’ Kotzamichalis said before the game. 

“Something went behind my knee and although I’ve been exercising and 
swimming a lot, 1 can’t kick the ball. 1f Alex Tobin does well in my place, I 
might not get back in.” 

As it turned out, Tobin played poorly and was replaced in the second half by 
Mike McLelland in a move which had the effect of settling the defence, and 
containing New Zealand’s speedy raider, Stuart Jacobs. 

Shane Clapperton marked Lou Hristodoulou and Mike Irving was on Ka- 
fantzis as the game kicked off, but New Zealand was giving acres of room to 
Sian Ingham, Australia’s right midfielder who could have — an should have 
— stitched up the game in the first half. 

In the 9th minute, Ingham latched onto the ball inside the area and blasted 
it over the bar. Shortly afterwards, his header was touched over by goalkee- 
per Dave White, and then, on a square pass from Kalantzis and from an 
unmarked position close to goal, he miskicked, allowing Clapperton to clear 
off the line. 

Clapperton thus emulated Robert Hooker, who, at the other end of the 
ground, had cleared off the line ashot from Olsterhoorn that had beaten goal- 
keeper Paul Jones. 

John Gregson brought down New Zealand striker Darren McClennan who 
was about to shoot and Neil Cave scored from the spot, and then, like a man 
inspired, McClennan started to terrorise the Australian defence which must 
still be thanking Lady Luck. 

McClennan and Cave resumed their bombardment after half time and be- 
tween them, could have scored three in a minute. 

Australia, however, was now benefiting from a strong wind blowing 
towards New Zealand’s goal. 

The equaliser came in the 67th minute. Alex Bundalo crossed into the 
middle where John Panagis connected with his head, sending the ball looping 
over White who was caught a little too far out. 

Speedy Hristodoulou, who had worried the Kiwi defenders without however 
managing to score, broke away in the 72nd minute and out the ball back for 
Panagis who shot too high. Hristodoulou also delibvered a thoughtful square 
pass to the far post for Ingham, but the move didn’t come off nearly as well 
as Hristodoulou's pass to Petkovski who scored the winner in the 85th minute 
to chants of ‘St George, St George,” from the crowd. Petkovski of course, 
plays for St George, the club which owns St. George Stadium.

Andrews, the Fijian keep- 
er. made a desperate attempt to parry the cross 
and it fell to the feet of Sian Ingham who surprised 
by hitting a fine shot under the crossbar for 4-1. 

Bundalo pierced the defence with a fine pass 
which left Hristodolou with one player to beat 
The Aussie youngster did it with ease, sending a 
left-footer wide of Andrews for 5-1 

Hristodolou tried for a hat-trick in the 78th but 
Andrews parried the shot only to see Kalantzis 
pick up the rebound to score for 6-1 

ristodolou had yet another chance after he 
raced through to face Andrews from a pass by Ka-- 
lantzts, but his lob hit the post and bounced out!

It is possible, as Shankly said, ‘to stand on some suburban park 
wm a Saturday and hear a perspiring Svengali of the neighborhood 
<ids' team rasping from the touchline: ‘“‘Drop of him,” — 

‘Mark space."’ — “‘Run on the blind side,"’ — ‘Don’t ball-watch,”’ 
— “Let's have some peripheral vision." 

“Almost invariably the kids came off the park flushed and con- 
used. They ache for the relative simplicities of geometric angles, 
ilgebraic formulae, and the odd French verb.”’ 


There can be no serious argument with a terminology which 
idapts itself to the different trends of the game. 2 

However the use of specific instructions using simple termino- 
ogy is an art which can be practiced. Itis much more effective in 
‘onveying a message to players.

Last July that all changed, 
when Vest was brought back 
from ‘exile’ in Western 
Australia 

Vest aims to update the 
coaching system in NSW. 

“In the past there have been 
opposing factions that have 
been at each other's throats 
for differing reasons,"’ Vest 
said 

“The net result was that 
there hasn't really been a co- 
ordinated, standardised, 
coaching policy." 

Vest will spread his time be- 
tween coaching coaches, 
players and teams, though he 
admits that probably his big- 
gest challenge is producing 
coaches. 

“We've just recently had a 
five-day live-in coaching camp 
— the first part of our four- 
Stage coaching course,”’ Vest 
Said. 

“It was very valuable be- 
Cause we had people such as 
Eddie Thompson, and Les 
Scheinflug who came along 
and talked to the coaches,”’ 

Vest said he realised that no 
course could be the be-all end- 
all of a coach's education. 

“That's why we try to spend 
as much time going out into 
the field to watch them in 
action with their own teams. 

“There we can see what 
they've picked up and how 
they apply it.'’ Vest said he 
was keen to try to encourage 
more coaches and players 
from the country areas to 
attend courses. 

“We're trying to get them to 
come to Sydney and also for us 
to get into the regional 
centres,’’ he said. 

Reflecting on Western Aust- 
ralia where he spent so much 
time, Vest said: 

“I reckon the standard of 
the WA State League is just 
about as good if not better than 
any state league in Australia. 

“And the top four teams 
there would be able to hold 
their own in the NSL’s middle 
regions. 

“There are a lot of good

players, but unfortunately you 
never hear of them. Western 
Australia may as well be an- 
other country. 

“It's depressing for the 
players there when they real- 
ise that they either have to 
content themselves with what 
they've got...or if they want 
to progress in the NSL and the 
national team, they've got to 
move east to either Sydney or 
Melbourne. 

Vest said he was as worried 
as most coaches throughout 
the world that players were 
being encouraged to start play- 
ing at too early an age. 

““We push them in too early 
and that’s why we don't get the 
Same staying rate as a lot of 
other countries. 

“We've got some com- 
petitions for under 6 and so 
on... that’s far too early. 

“We shouldn’t really be get- 
ting them in competitions until 
about 12."' 

He said in Brazil the clubs 
couldn’t even look at a player 
until he was in his early teens. 

“Players should be encour- 
aged to develop basic skills 
first...to appreciate the joy 
and fun of the game. 

“I'm glad to say that some 
associations are now organ- 
ising teams only for players 
around the nine year mark, but 
we could do with a little more 
restraint and move that to 11 
or so,”’ he said.

© A wealthy 
soccer fan died and 
left a fortune estim- 
ated to be about 
$184 million to his fa- 
vorite team, the small 
Bangu Club of Rio de 
Janeiro. 


The inheritance includes 
real estate, cash, stocks, oil 
paintings and other assets 
that will take at least six 
months to assess. 


The benefactor was Luiz Os- 
valdo Teixeira Da Silva, an en- 
gineer and mathematics pro- 
fessor who died on December 
21, 1984. When Silva’s will was 
opened it revealed he had left 
40 per cent of a personal for- 
tune estimated at $442 million 
to the Bangu club 


“Silva was an investment 
genius,"' his lawyer Humberto 
Gazzi said. “‘On his professor's 
salary he made a fortune in the 
stock market, and them kept 
multiplying it through jin- 
vestments 

“Silva was unmarried and 
childless,” Gazzi said. “He 
had no natural heirs. His one 
passion was Bangu.”’ 


The lawyer added that the 
will was uncontested, and the 
money would be delivered to 
the club as soon as an assess- 
ment of the estate was com- 
pleted. 


The windfall is expected to 
mean a dramatic change for 
Bangu, a neighborhood athlet- 
ic club inan industrial suburb 
of Rio de Janeiro. 


Bangu won the Rio state 
soccer championships in 1966, 
but then sank into the cellar 
of the league. IN recent years 
the club has not won a major 
tournament.

Miaybe you could go 
through your coaching plans 
and the reasons behind them. 


McGACHEY — I've got a 
number of plans. One of the 
main ones is to get the suppor- 
ters more involved in the 
game, and that’s why I've 
asked for a supporters’ meet- 
ing. After every home game 
they'll be invited to the grand- 
Stand, and they'll be allowed to 
ask any questions — whatever 
is on their mind — and I'll be 
trying to answer those ques- 
tions as best I can. 

The reason I want to do that 
is to let the supporters know 
first hand the reason why I 
make a decision. The suppor- 
ters are an equal part of the 
club — as much as the com- 
mittee members, as much as 
the players. That's one of the 
reasons why I want suppor- 
ters' meetings, 

With regards to individual 
coaching, I think the days of 
the one coach looking after the 
18 players is over. I never be- 
lieved it was a successful sys- 
tem. In every other sport that 
you look at throughout the 
world, specialist coaches are 
dart and parcel of the game. 

It’s got to be that way be- 
cause every player's an indi- 
vidual, and to contribute the 
‘ime of those people is very 
mportant. They only improve 
hrough individual attention 
ind there's not one man any- 
vhere in the world who can 
tive 18 men the equal atention 
hey all deserve to develop 
heir own game.

McGACHEY: Nick Pantelis

psychology. I've got a degree 
in psychology and | believe a 
great deal in intrinsic motiva- 
tion, which is self-motivation. 

We've spoke a great deal to 
individual players about what 
their goals are over a six-week 
period of time and we contin- 
ually meet those players on a 
six-week regular basis, giving 
them goals that they've got to 
achieve. 

As regards having a psy- 
chologist at the club, I believe 
it’s a concept that will be in- 
troduced.

McGACHEY — When you 
say that the V.F.L. regards it 
as bullshit, that’s debatable 
because I know several V.F_L.

Structors and psychological 
professionals at their club. | 
know a number of players who 
have played V.F.L., and it’s 
helped them immensely in 
their game. 


The people who knock psy- 
chology and its appliation to 
sport are people who really 
analysed the subject too much. 


Q. — You've also in- 
troduced fectures where 
Players can bring along their 
girlfriends, family or friends to 
help them understand things 
Such as nutrition and diet. 
What are you hoping to 
achieve? 


McGACHEY — I'ts a two- 
fold thing. It's not only players 
and wives, it's also suppor- 
ters, it's also junior players. 
it's old boys that were with 
West Adelaide. 


We want to educate the 
players about their body, to 
get them to realise that soccer 
isn’t only playing on a Sunday, 
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that they've got to look after

‘‘t am 29 now, and 
if | go back to Yu- 
goslavia, | will play 
maybe in the second 
or third division, and 
$3000 is a lot of 
money in my coun- 
try. It is about 90 mil- 
lion dinar, and no 
club would pay that 
for me. | don’t want 
to stop soccer. ! 
want to play until I'm 
34 or 35 at least,” 
Odzakov said. 


He added. 'Branov wants it 
all his way. He must go a little 
towards me too. He must 
understand that J came all the 
way from Europe to play here 
because of the money. 

“I think Branoy has some- 
thing against me. I think he 
doesn’t like me. He doesn’t 
understand, maybe, that when 
you play in a team with 10 
other players, you cannot play 
good all the time. Today you 
are happy and you play good. 
Tomorrow maybe you are sad. 
That’s life. But he thought last 
year I didn’t want to play. 
That’s not true. He listened to 
some people. How can he say 
that? I love soccer. I have 
played 16 years. It is my life.

Israel's national 
coach Yosef Merimo- 
vitch is in Australia 
on atriple mission — 
only two of which 
have to do with foot- 
ball. 


He is seeking to guide the 
Israel] youth squad to a berth in 
the World Youth Cup finals, 
scheduled for the Soviet Union 
later this year Merimovitch is 
also casting a careful look 
around for accommodation, 
training facilities and general 
conditions for his senior 
squad's vital World Cup mis- 
sion towards the end of the 
year 

Last, but not least, it is a 
sad, personal mission to Aust- 
ralia for Merimovitch, revi- 
ving memories of a brother 
who was one of the millions of 
victims that fell during World 
War II 

His older brother Men- 
achem was in the Israet (then 
Palestine) national socer team 
which arrived for a tour of 
Australia during the early 
days of World War II. At the 
end of a long and successful 
nationwide tour Menachem 
Merimovitch and two of his 
team mates decided to settle 
in Perth, rather than return to 
strife-ridden Palestine 

Within a few months Men- 
achem volunteered to serve in 
the Australian Army and for 
almost five years fought his 
way across as one of the 
famous Aussie Diggers of the 
harsh New Guinea campaign. 

With a girlfriend in Perth 
and a quiet life in the Austral- 
ian sun to Jook forward to, Pri- 
vate Menachem Merimovitch, 
by then an Australian citizen, 
survived until May 12, 1945, 
when, with the end of the war 
in the Pacific almost within 
sight, he fell in action 

Of course, while there is a 
very evident emotional attach- 
ment between the Merimo- 
vitch family and Australia, 
there is no sentiment involved 
when it comes to the business 
of football. 

While spectators were

‘Nissim Bachar is the coach 
of the squad, but after our 
problems in camp | was sent 
along to make sure the squad 
behaves as a national team of 
Israel should.'’ Merimovitch 
confided. ‘And, of course, this 
is also a good opportunity to 
look things over in readiness 
for October.”’ 

One thing is certain, there 
will not be a repeat of the 
botch-up over accommodation 
which occurred this time 
around. The Israelis — as well 
as some of the other teams — 
took one look at the govern- 
ment hostel to which they 
were assigned and declined the 
accommodation offered to 
them. 

“Our boys are not a bunch of 
softies, seven of them are 
serving in the Defence Forces, 
with the others due for their 
national service soon, but to be 
accommodated in a place 
where there is one bathroom 
only for every six persons and 
where the rooms do not have 
doors, thus ruling out any 
privacy, was not satisfactory. 
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“We may just have decided 
to put up with this, if only the 
Australians weren't booked 
into a proper motel, instead of 
sharing this place with the 
other teams."’ Merimovitch 
said 

The coach was very reticent 
when it come to talking about 
his team’s prospects in the 
current serscs — ‘‘I don't talk 
tactics, I let the football talk 
for me!"’ — but ventured the 
opinion that both the young 
Socceroos and the Kiwis are 
‘‘fast and very physical” 


On soccer in general, he 
echoed Australian officials’ 
continuing amazement at 
having his country, and Taipei 
bracketed in international 
competitions with the Oceania 
nations.

“The next day I read in the 
Greek press in Sydney that I'd 
stormed out of the meeting 
with Petinellis and left this 
Olympic supporter stranded in 
the car park by refusing to 
help him. I couldn't believe it. 
And to make it worse, Peti- 
nellis was quoted as saying 
that I'd demanded far too 
much money and that he was 
going to tell me where to go.”” 

Patikas claims that he had 
a maximum transfer fee 
clause in his contract with 

Olympic for $20,000. That 
figure rose proportionately 
to the Consumer Price Index 
and was, according to Pati- 
kas, $24,000 at the time of his 
transfer request. 

But Olympic placed him 
on the market at $35,000 

“T was waiting to go the 
tribunal and appeal against 
Olympic’s asking price when 
Sydney Croatia came in for 
me,"' said Patikas.

That year he was already 
30, and, having defected 
while still a major in the 
army, he was declared a 
deserter, was suspended by 
FIFA and had no club or in- 
come.

But having served his sus- 
pension, overweight with his

When he scored those four 
goals in that memorable Eu- 
ropean Cup final against 
Eintracht Frankfurt in Glas- 
gow he was already 34. 

When he scored is cele-

During those Madrid 
a he played with, and be- 
riended one of his big rivals 
for the best ever crown: Al- 
fredo Di Stefano. 


It was Di Stefano whose 
nick-named him Pancho. 
Puskas called the great Ar- 
gentinian ‘‘Stefi’’. 


Di Stefano, in a recent 
book marking Puskas’s 
return to Hungary after 25 
years, probably paid his 
friend the ultimate accola- 
de: 


“Puskas was a player who 
could belong to any age in 
football. Those wh6 are born 
with his talent, and use that 
talent consciously, not just 
for themselves but for the 
team, are not born in every 
age. Every era is Puskas’s 
era.” 


For Hungarians, who wel- 
comed him home emotio- 
nally four years ago and for 
whom he brought so much 
joy in those dark days in the 
‘50s, Puskas was and will 
forever remain the best. 


For me, as a Hungarian, 
he is also a frustrating 
source of regret. To know 
that, as a child, I lived a few 
kilometres from where he 
regularly played yet never 


saw him is not easy to live 
with, 


I'll try to compensate 
when I hope to meet him, 
somewhat nervously, in a 
few weeks.
